Low Egg Prices to Continue; 
Fewer Chicks to Be Raised 


WASHINGTON Production of 
eggs is likely to continue high and 
prices to farmers low in the next few 


months, and early indications are 
that there will be a significant re 
duction in the number of chickens 


raised for flock replacement in 1957 

However, the reduction in chicks 
raised may not be as great as might 
be expected from the reduced egg 
price level 

Here's how the situation shapes 
up, based on recent reports from the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 

Egg production recently has been 
up from a year ago, mainly because 
of increase in rate of lay, and 
is likely to continue higher 
in the coming months 

The number of layers on farms on 
Jan. 1 was about 338 million, or 
144% more than a year earlier. Num- 
bers were higher than a year ago in 
all regions except the north Atlantic

Since egg production is increasing 
seasonally, prices in February and 
March are likely to remain below a 
year earlier 


If the reduction in numbers of lay 


ers in the four to six months follow- 


ing the December-January peak fol- 
lows the usual pattern, the laying 
flock almost to mid-1957 will be close 
to the size of the flock a year ear- 
lier, and egg production from late 
March through May could be above 
1956 

A significant decline in chick 
hatchings this spring would favor a 
usual, or larger than usual, seasonal 
egg price increase in 1957. And, be- 
cause of various market factors, a 
substantial cutback in the number: 
of chickens to be raised would in 
fluence egg prices earlier than the 


time when pullets of the spring hatch 
into lay

bators on Jan. 1 was a sharp 16% 
below a year earlier.

The south Atlantic and east 
south central and mountain states 
showed increases, while other areas

Some Chickens More 


Resistant to Coccidiosis 


MADISON, WIS Some chickens 
are more resistant to coccidiosis than 


others, according to poultry breed- 
ers at the University of Wisconsin 

Karl Young and W. H. McGibbon 
report that selective breeding arfd 


testing have given two lines of chick- 
ens which differ widely in resistance 
to this chick parasite disease. One 
of the lines is moderately resistant, 


while the other line is highly suscept- 
ible 

This is a hereditary thing, the re- 
searchers say. That means that com- 
mercial breeders may use some se- 
lection for high resistance to coc- 
cidiosis in their regular breeding pro- 
gram. 

Tests under farm conditions have 
shown that chicks from resistant lines 
better than chicks from sus-

cognizant of the role it is playing in 
creating a demoralized, unprofitable 
and totaly irrational status in the 
poultry business we are apt to go on 
facing one crisis after the other while 
bankrupt poultrymen and feed manu- 
facturers are scattered along the way 

That a state of utter confusion ex- 
ists is beyond question. Feed manu- 
facturers have become increasingly 
less realistic as one wave after the 
other of over-production has forced 
down prices for poultry products. Ap- 
parently no manufacturer is willing 
to give in and face the fact that a 
different approach must be made to 
credit and finaneing before order and 
a satisfactory price level return to 
the poultry business 

Undoubtedly many feed manufac- 


turers have been warned that they 


are flirting with dynamite. And most 
of them are smart enough to recog- 
nize the dangers confronting them. 
Yet few have the courage to face the 
inevitable tonnage loss that will re- 
sult from a curtailed policy on credit 
and financing. They are like doomed 
men standing by waiting for some- 
thing to happen that will tilt the 
scales in their favor 

Is this a prognosis of doom? 

No, definitely it is not. The feed 
manufacturing business has gone a 
long way in the last 50 years. It has 
contributed immeasurably to the 
growth of the multi-billion dollar 
poultry industry. As a matter of fact 
it is perhaps the factor most responsi- 
ble for developing the broiler tusi- 
ness. But unfortunately in its own 
growth, and in its helpfulness to the

EDITOR’S NOTE: The accom- 
panying article contains an experi- 
enced feed man’s views on a situa- 
tion which he describes as “a battle 
of survival not only for the poultry- 
man but also for the feed manufac- 
turer.”

What great contributions the feed 
industry has made to this budding 
giant are offset by the patern tic 
pampering which now threat: to

proportions. Or it is very conceivablk 
that the financing godfathers could 
create a condition that might exist 
for years, which would keep any sane 
financially sound individual from go 
ing into or continuing in the poultry 
producing business. That would mean 
that about the only way feed could 


be sold would be on a risky credit 
basis. It might also mean that the 
feed industry would actually become 
the poultry producing busine and 
this is especially true of the broile: 
end. 

Healthy Poultry Trade Needed 

The feed manufacturing business 
needs a healthy pou'try industry 
Without it the infirmities that beset 


the poultry industry creep over into 


feed manufacturing, leaving both in 


a debilitated state. What is needed 
is a price for poultry and eggs which 
will permit the grower to make 


money at least a good share of the 
time. 

What is the answer? How can the 
bugaboo of over-production of poul 
try products be overcome? How can 
the feed manufacturer himself 
of the mire and back on solid 
ground? What part can he play in 
Stabilizing the poultry producing 
business?

3%. Don’t finance anything but feed. 
Be sensible—don’'t buy business with 
risky deals. Financing chicks, equip- 
ment and supplies is dangerous and 
invites a grower to take chances. You 
may think it's a good business to put 
your money into a scheme which is 
matched against a grower’s time 
Theoretically such a deal should pay 
off. Sometimes it does, sometimes it 
doesn't. But what it does all the time 
is encourage poor risks to get in the 
business and good risks to get out 

Above all else do not finance build- 


ings and larger equipment. If you 


think you have a prospect who is 
logical material for a grower, sell 
him on the idea of going into the 
business with his own money. If he 
hasn't got it try to help him through 
his local bank or other legitimate low 
cost lending agencies. If these sources 
will not assume the risk don’t you do 
it. 

4, Make no guarantees, For years 
the feed industry endured, to its sor- 
row, the scourge of price guarantees 
on dairy feeds. Guaranteeing profits 
is a wholly impractical and unreal- 
istic way to sell poultry feeds. Cer- 
tainly its evils are more far-reaching 
than guaranteeing prices on dairy

Make him realize that to 
be a good business man he has to be 
competent without being pushed. 

5. Stop paternalizing. The poultry 
business must stand on its own. It is 
a gigantic business that needs no god- 
fathers to weaken its foundations by 
encouraging immature and unexperi- 
enced people to become operators. 
The basis on which the broiler busi- 
ness is now operating will never per- 
mit of a profit for very long. Any 
business that is so easy to get into 
without capital is bound to be un- 
successful. Turkey and egg producing 
will soon get into the same classifica-

tion profitwise unless the attitude and 
the trend toward credit and financing 
is changed. 

6. Become actively interested and 
support the Poultry and Egg National 
Board. The idea is to be behind some 
non-profit agency whose sole function 
is promoting the use and consump- 
tion of poultry products. Feed men do 
serve on the board and on various 
committees. The feed industry as a 
whole should seek to work more 
closely with this organization. It 
should seek to be a dominant part in 
setting its policies and directing its 
activities. This can be accomplished 
only by paying the cost. Certainly the 
feed industry has been very parsimo- 
nious in the contributions it is making 
and has made to further the sale of 
poultry products. The feed industry 
in opening up its heart and contribut- 
ing in a liberal way will help to gain 
wider use of poultry products. The 
whole feed industry should be solidly 
behind the Poultry and Egg National 
Board and other similar non-profit 
organizations. Contributions should 
come not only from all manufactur- 
ers but also retailers. And the feed 
industry should play a big part in 
seeing that these funds are wisely 
spent with the end result of selling 
feed on a legitimate basis. 

7. Sell feed, not schemes. This per 
haps is a field needing considerably 
more consideration by the feed indus- 
try. The side-tracking of aggressive 
up-to-date sales practices gives one 
the feeling that the industry is afraid 
of tackling modern merchandising 
This is a day and age when salesmen 
need to be educated in the fundamen 
tals of selling as well as to know all 
about the products they are selling 
This philosophy, likewise, must per 
meate through to the top of any or 
ganization. Every member of man 
agement’s team must be imbued with 
the value of employing the latest sci 
entific methods for moving goods. To

from the same fields cut at various 
stages of maturity. With oat forage, 
the highest nutritive value was found 
in jointing stage, but the greatest 
production of nutrients per acre was 
from the 18% flower stage. The milk 
Stage was lowest in feeding quality. 
With alfalfa, it was found that the 
pre-bud and bud stage hays were 
highest in nutritive value, but the 
greatest nutrient production per 
acre aS measured by TDN and 
weight gains was from the bloom 
stages. 

Alfalfa Studies: USDA investiga- 
tors, Thacker and Graumann, used 
chemical and bioassay techniques in 
a study of the composition and feed- 
ing value of two varieties of alfalfa 
grown in four different locations— 
North Carolina, New York, Nebraska 
and California. Their results showed 
that the composition of the field- 
cured first and second cutting alfal- 
fas was not appreciably influenced 
by variety, season, or location-variety 
and location-seasonal interactions, 
whereas location had a definite in- 
fluence on mineral and proximate 
constituents (protein, fat, crude fiber 
and NFE) 

Ground samples of alfalfa from 
each location were fed to rabbits in 
1 10-week growth trial. Rabbits fed 
alfalfa grown in North Carolina and 
California made greater gains on a 
lower feed consumption than rabbits 
fed the alfalfa grown in New York 
and Nebraska. Compositional factors 
found to be positively correlated with 
rabbit weight gains included leafi- 
ness, ether extract (fat) and nitro- 
gen-free extract (carbohydrate con- 
tent). There was a negative correla- 
tion between rabbit gains and crude 
fiber content of the alfalfas, and 
there was no correlation with min- 
eral composition 

Fertilization: Tennessee research- 
ers, Duncan and associates, reported 
that liberal nitrogen fertilization 
alone or in combination with irriga- 
tion on a bluegrass-clover pasture 
fertilized with phosphate and potash 
resulted in greatly increased beef 
gains per acre. Accumulated beef 
gains per acre (yearling steers) were 
201.2, 268.3 and 424.1 lb., respective- 
ly, for: (1) phosphated and potashed 
pasture, (2) 1 plus nitrogen ferti 
lizer, and (3) 2 plus irrigation 

However, net acre-pasture returns 
showed financial losses on the pas- 
tures treated with nitrogen ferti- 
lizer and irrigation, due largely to a 
declining cattle market which low- 
ered the value of the steers $4.25 per 
cwt. during the course of the experi- 
ment. 

Storing Silage: In comparing meth- 
ods of storing alfalfa silage, McCone 
of South Dakota reported that with 
equal acreages ensiled, storage in an 
upright silo provided feed for steers

days for trench silo storage and 95 
days for silage stored in a pile on 
the ground. Alfalfa hay from the 
same acreage provided feed for the 
same length of time as silage stored 
in an upright silo. 

The amounts of dry matter re- 
quired per 100 Ib. gain were: up- 
right silo 1220 lIb.; trench silo, 1740 
Ib.; pile, 2339 lb.; and hay, 1091 Ib 
However, average daily gains of the 
steers fed the different silages or hay 
were very similar. 

Cellulose Content: A study was 
made of the cellulose content of three 
varieties of grass in Alabama by W 
B. Anthony and associates. Their 
studies revealed that cellulose con- 
tent of the different grasses was 
quite similar, increased only slightly 
as the growing season progressed, 
and was not affected by applications 
of nitrogen fertilizer

Comments: It is quite interesting 
to note some of the trends in re 
search on pasture and forages. It 


would appear, from the California 
experiments, that there may be a 
real potential for producing rough- 
age of higher nutritive value through 
manipulation of harvesting times 


However, more information is needed 
to determine the best time or stage 


of maturity for harvesting forage to 


correlate acre yields with highest 
nutritive value, preferably measured

*Based on NRC data 
corrected in higher energy rations, 
greater fat deposition occurs. This 
ability of broilers, and presumably 
other animals, to over-consume in 
energy in an attempt to compensate 
for sub-optimal protein or amino 
acid levels appears to be another 
one of Mother Nature's very simple 
but very important gifts. Through 
manipulation of the protein-energy 
ratio, one can influence the efficiency 
with which both energy and protein 
ire utilized as well as influence the 
umount of fat deposited in the car- 
Cass. 

Fat Tolerance: With the applica- 
tion of the nutrient balance concept | 
C/P ratio), it has been shown re- 
peatedly that fat can be tolerated at 
unusually high level by poultry 
without difficulty. Results from our 
laboratory indicate that the limita- 
tions which govern the use of fat in 
poultry rations are its cost and the 
mechanical difficultic involved in 
handling high-fat rations. The cost 
of energy from fat in relation to the 
cost of energy from corn and soy- 
ean meal will, of course, determine 
largely the extent to which high fat 
levels are likely to be used 

Rations containing 15% fat actual- 
ly proved to be slightly more profit- 
ible in a recent Maryland field trial 
than rations containing lower levels 
of fat. In other studies, levels rang- 
ng from 15 to 30% have been used 
with completely satisfactory results 
as long as the rations are balanced 
in respect to all critical nutrients in 
relation to their energy content. Re- 
ults of the field trial mentioned are 
shown in Table 8 

Summary: Remarkable progress 
Has been made in the efficient formu- 
lation of poultry rations in the last 
few years. With the use of higher 
energy levels, relating the levels of 
certain nutrients, particularly pro- 
tein and amino acids, to the energy 

yntent of the ration has become 
necessary. In this way, it possible 
to formulate rations that are indeed 
far more efficient than considered 
possible a few years ago. The differ- 
ence in energy levels used in present 
day feeds changes appreciably the 
protein or essential amino acid re- 
quirement when expressed as a per- 
cent of the ration. 

More important than the feed con- 
version or potency of the feed, how- 
ever, is the cost of feed required to | 
produce a dozen eggs or a pound of 
chicken. The real efficient ration, 
therefore, as far as the poultryman 
and feed manufacturer are concerned 
is that one which is nutritionally

Grain Trading Volume 


Increases at Chicago 


CHICAGO — Cash grain receipt 
and grain futures trading volume on 
the Chicago Board of Trade both in- 


creased in 1956 with total value of 
all business transacted during the 


year exceeding $30 billion, Robert C 
Liebenow, president, reported 

Total grain futures trading volume 
for last year was 15.6% greater than 
in the previous year, Mr. Liebenow 


said. Greatest increase was in soy 
bean futures, up 35% over 1955 
Wheat futures volume was 8% great 
er, rye 9% and corn 3%. Oats fu- 


tures trading volume increased less 
than 1% during the year 

Futures trading volume also in 
creased substantially during the year 
for other commodities traded on the 
exchange, according to Mr. Liebenow 
Crude soybean oil futures trading 
was more than 200% greater than in 
the previous year. Lard volume wa 
up 85%, soybean meal 50%, cotton 
seed oil 66% and grain sorghums 
73% greater. 

In the cash grain market 
totalled more than 207 million bush 
els, a gain of 4%% over 1955. Cash 
corn receipts were 98 million bushel 
soybeans 34 million bushels and 
wheat 31 million bushels. Oats re 
ceipts totalled 28 million bushels 
barley 12 million and rye 4 million 
bushels.

al factors that force the selection and 
maintenance of a noncorporate form

Sold on Caged Layers 


Mr. Britton said that he is one 
country banker who is sold on the 
caged layer operation. He told the 
feed men: “I don’t believe that you 
will ever have the opportunity again 
that you have today in selling the 
Kansas farmers and bankers on a 
new agricultural industry, that of 
poultry. We sincerely need new in- 
dustry and I believe you have the 
inswer in caged layer operation.”

There is some evidence 
if a trend toward setting up a dollar 
line of credit tead of the older sys- 
tem of working on pounds feed re 
quired, and this creates more account- 


ing and credit problems 


Also, there has been some trend to- 
ward delivery of more complete feeds 
m hog contracts instead of supple- 
ments only, which makes a less favor- 
able credit situation in that the dol- 


lar value of financing moves closer 
to the total value of the finished ani- 
mal 

One speaker made the comment 


that he suspected that a substantial 
portion of other feeds was being de- 
livered on hog financing contracts, a 
reversal of the customary opinion that 
it is the chicken financing that feeds 
the rest of the livestock on the farm 
This, of course, is without the knowl- 
edge of the feed manufacturer and 
where it occurs tends to transfer a 
normal open account credit on a deal- 
er’s books to a six months’ contract 
credit extended by the feed manufac- 
turer, at the same time reducing the 


feed manufacturer's margin of pro- 
tection 
Estimates of the amount of hog 


financing done by feed manufacturers’ 
contracts was in the range of 5to 10% 
of the hogs raised on formula 
in the Midwest area, while estimates 
of all hog financing, including deale1 
dnd local bank financing, ranged from 
25 to 60%, with the average around 
33%. It was pointed out that there

TURKEYS: Many turkey raisers 
are now hopping” for the best 
credit deals, it was stated, and cred 
it, not feed value, has become a sale

houses on a three-year basi which 
would tie the grower up for that pe-
